The county commission has 
approved a road building plan 
which is designed to help hand- 
le traffic destined for a new 
sugar mill now under construc- 
tion near Belle Glade. 

Some three miles of road are 
involved im the plan presented 
by Commissioner Paul Rardin, 
Canal Point in which the Sugar 
‘Cane Growers Coop of Florida 
agreed to share the expense of 
building the roads. 


‘The new roads run north from 
Airport Road and eventually 
‘will be connected to State Road 


County Engineer Steve Mid- 
dleton told the commission that 
during a four or five month per- 
lod each year that a vehicle per 
minute would be approaching 
the new sugar mill. This in- 
cludes the vehicles hauling cane 
from the fields which will be 
arriving a two-minute intervals 
when the mill is in operation.

Mr. Batal, an author, research- 
er and lecturer, has been a spec- 
ialist on Arab developments for 
the past 18 years, He has spent 
five separate periods of extend- 
ed residence in that region, his 
most recent being from 1955 to 
1957 as a member of the Faculty 
of Arts and Sciences at the 
American University in Beirut, 
Labanon, where he taught sev- 
eral courses in journalism. 

In recognition of two decades 
of newspaper work and a spec- 
cial on the spot research pro- 
ject which Mr. Batal undertook 
for the U. S. government dur- 
ing World War II, Harvard Uni- 
versity awarded him a Nieman 
Fellowship in Journalism in 
1945.

To Close Before '62 


VA has decided to close 161 
cne-man Contact offices effec- 
* close of business Decem. 
29, 1961. Remaining open 
е 35 VA Offices employ- 
more than one Contact Re- 
sentative, In addition, vet- 
crans and others still will be 
able to get "in-person" infor- 
mation at 171 VA Hospitals and 
61 Regional Offices where there 
will be a total of 767 Contact 
personnel on duty. 

Originally these Contact of- 
fices were established to assist 
veterans in making claims for 
benefits. In the period immed- 
iately following WW II when 
veterans were returning to 

vilian life at a rate of one 
million a month, VA establish- 
ed 1049 of these Contact of- 
fices throughout the country. 
As workloads have declined, the 
number of offices has declined 
to 196. Distribution of these 
offices has been uneven, with 
five states having no Contact 
cffices and 10 having only one. 

The compensation claims of 
veterans of WW II and Korea 
have, for the most part, been 
settled. Vocation Rehabilita- 
tion and Education of World 
War П and Korean veterans has 
nearly been concluded. The fin- 
al date for training in most 
cases has “passed. Loan Guar- 
anty problems are minimal and 


terminal dates for the Рго- 
gram set. 
No veterans’ records аге 


maintained in the VA Offices, 
so original action on all claims, 
amendments or changes there- 
to, etc, have to be handled by 
the St. Petersburg Regional Of- 
fice in the State of Florida.

FLA.FARMERS GROSS 
$100 MILLION ABOVE 
Cash income of Flonda far- 
mers and growers has reached 
a gross total of $684,371,000 
through September of this year, 
almost $100 million more than 
during the same period in 1960, 
the Florida State Chamber o 
Commerce said yesterday. 

“The Florida total represents 
a gain of 17 per cent compared 
with a 2 per cent national in- 
crease. Part of the Florida gain 
was a result of a drop in sales 
during 1960. However, the nine- 
month total this year is already 
$40 million ahead of the com- 
parable 1959 figure. Sales dur- 
ing the full year 1959 came to 
$807,700,000, top income for any 
year on record. 

"During the last five years, 
income of Florida farmers and 
growers has advanced at an 
average rate of $25 million an- 
nually, with larger gains wip- 
ing out the losses in two of 
those years. At the same time, 
farm production expenses have 
stepped up about $14 million a 
year. Last year's twelve-month 
expense total amounted to $479, 
300,000. 


“The 1961 total through Sept- 
ember was made up of $518, 
134,000 from the sale of all types 
of fruits, vegetables and flow- 
ers, 20 percent more than in 
1960 and 8 per cent above 1959. 
Livestock and livestock pro- 
ducts totaled $166,237,000, up 
7 per cent over 1960 and about 
the same as the 1959 figure."

Florida's Total Of 8, 


In measuring Florida against 
the other 49 states, geographi- 
cally and population-wise, re- 
cords were both won and lost 
by the state during the past two 
years, the Florida State Cham- 
ber of Commerce said yester- 

lay. 

“For example, Florida's 8,426 
mile coastline was second to 
none until the admission of 
Alaska in 1959 with a shoreline 
four times as long. That same 
year, Hawaii topped Florida as 


Fla. Population In '61 
Reaches 5 Million 


Florida topped the five mil- 
lon population mark in 1961 
at а pace that will break seven 
million-by 1970, according to 
estimates released b ythe Uni- 
versity of Florida. 

The University’s Bureau of 
Economic and Business Research 
estimated the state population 
totaled 5,158,100 on July 1, 1961. 

‘A College of Business Admin- 
istration research staff on pop- 
ulation headed economics pro- 
fessor Dr. John N. Webb com- 
piled the figures. 

A 206,500 increase was re- 
corded since the last official 
federal census on April 1, 1960. 
The growth rate for the 15 
months — 4.2 per cent — would 
push Florida past the seven mil- 
lion person point by 1970, Uni- 
versity researchers predicted. 

Fastest growing county in the 
state percentage-wise was Char- 
lotte, which pumped 30.2 per 
cent, from 12,600 to 16,400. 

But the stat'es Gold Coast 
counties of Dade and Broward 
tabulated the highest numerial 
increases. Broward rose from 
333,900 to 367,500 and Dade 
edged closer to the million mark 
— from 935,000 to 068,700. 

But the growth — although 
following the same general 
county pattern — showed a 
smaller average gain than dur- 
ing the) previous decade, the 
University’s report noted. 

"Whether this is a temporary 
slow-down in growth related to 
the recent economic recession in 
the nation, or a suggestion that 
Florida's population growth will 
be less spectacular in the cur- 
rent than in the preceding de- 
cade, will not be clear until 
more evidence is in," the report 
stated. 

These estimates take into ac- 
count each county's births, 
deaths, migration shown pri- 
marily by school enrollment, 
and increases in military per- 
sonnel minus losses to the arm- 
ed services through enlistment 
and draft. 

The methods used were de- 
veloped by the Bureau of the 
Census.

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A Woman's Place Is In The Kitchen If There Is One 


‘These first ladies on the lake 
may not have always had every- 
thing to their liking, but at least 
they had some scenery — the 
lake, the woods with its moon 
flowers and air plants, its wild 
animals and birds. But the first 
women in the sawgrass didn't 
even have scenery, excusing saw 
grass, nor wild life either, ex- 
cept for coons and moccasins or 
chicken snakes among their raf- 
ters. The land was new and raw 


and wet, When it wasn't wet, 2 


cust from the sawgrass muck 
could itch like a million chig- 
gers. Mrs. William E. Daniels 
*vas one of the first to try this 
life, With her husband and her 
three year old daughter, she had 
come fram Kentucky to Glade 
Crest when that settlement was 
trying to make a start. She had 
neighbors, but they were scat- 
tered far apart. Nobody knew 
how to farm this raw peat, and 
most times the ground was too 
wet to work, so seven families 
at once left Glade Crest to try 
their luck at Moore Haven. They 
like to have got shipwrecked 
when a storm hit them on the 
lake, but the Daniels made it to 
their lake front land one mile 
cast of Three Mile Canal. There 
like most everybody else, they 
lived in a floored tent, which 
was a right good home most of 
the time, but in a rain it could 
leak like a market basket, Then 
Rhinda Daniels would put her 
baby in the only dry spot, which 
was under the bed, while she 
bailed out her tent. Mosquitoes 
were about to eat her young'un 
wp till someone gave her a mos- 
quito bar, for being a Yankee, 
she had never heard of such a 
thing before. But Rhinda tough- 
ed it out, became postmistress 
and had the first child born in 
Moore Haven, to boot, and she's 
still living at the same spot 
where she landed October 31, 
1915. 
Women Waited 

Most all of these old time sis- 
ters, when they talk about their 
early days, seem to remember 
only the freedom of that primi-

tive life the beauty of the 
woods with its wild blossoms, 
ité"birds and animals, the wide 
expanse of the lake in calm or 
storm. and the runboats chug- 
ging across the waves. They re- 
collect with pleasure those days 
when you needed only a gun to 
get your rations and a seine to 
snake your money. They forget 
those told winter days when a 
whistling norther would freeze 
your bones and you'd shiver all 
ight under a threadbare blan- 
when those summer down- 
pours could last all day and all 
night and all another day and 
then another night; when you 
couldn't even get outside to heat 
a pot of coffee, much less a mess 
of victuals; when the cooped- 
up kids would be a fretting, a 
tueding and a fussing; when the 
tent would be so full of mos- 
quitoes that you could swing a 
pint cup and catch a quart and 
vou'd feel like tearing your hair 
end beating your head agin the 
tent pole and crying “Oh Lord, 
whats the изе!” 

No, if ary woman ever felt 
like that they have all plumb 
forgot it now, although there 
‘was one woman, talking of life 
in a fishing camp, who said. 
"The women just waited impat- 
iently for the runboat with sup- 
plies. The men fished and when 
they weren't fishing they got 
drunk, and that's the way 
people lived and what they did, 
and that's all there were to it 
&bout it!" Poor soul she just 
wasn't blessed with that pion- 
eering spirit. 

Primitive Fun 

To be sure, there weren't 
many chances to have fun, but 
when there was а chance, 
boy, everybody would back 
their ears and go hog wild 
There used to be some right nice 
fish frys and picnics on the 
Fourth of July or Labor Day 
under the cypress and rubber 
trees of Pahokee or Little Bare 
Beach. Steamboats, freight 


boats, run boats and launches, 
they came from every part of 


clock. Callers, called till they 
were plumb give out. Shine jugs 
never stayed empty. Naturally, 
zome scrimages had to start, but 
with John Upthegrove and 
Sheriff Pogey Bill on hand 
things would get smoothed out 
before anybody got hurt, and of 
all the stomping, shouting and 
do-se-doing you ever saw іп 
vour borned life, I reckon that 
there was the most. John had 
to nail up more braces under 
nis floor, but the frolic was a 
grand success, and I reckon the 
lake will never see another par- 
iy like John Upthegrove's 
square dance! 

Now while we're on the sub- 
ject of women, a right interest- 
ing subject too, as you'll allow, 
you begin to wonder about those 
catfishing days, when women 
were so scarce and consequent- 
ly doubly attractive, if there 
wasn't some jealousy in the 
camps, maybe even some wife 
stealing now and again. Jeal- 
ousy there might have been, but 
wife stealing was about un- 
known. Maybe it was just too 
hard to get away with, Of 
course in later years when neg- 
roes had been brought here to 
the lake wife swampping with 
them was the natural course. If 
ary wench, by chance, happened 
to be legally married, she brag- 
ged that she had a "cou't house 
license,” but if not, she was only 
a “muck wife" with a “comis- 
sary license," which was of 
course, no license at all. Getting 
divorced was easy too. An old 
J. P. in Belle Glade used to is- 
sue marriage licenses, If the 
two parties later wanted a di- 
vorce, he merely tore up their 
marriage license, charged $5 
2nd told them they were free. 

Swapping Wives 

I never heard of any fisher- 
men trading wives, but some 
times one would get stolen, and 
that reminds me of poor Isom 
Solid. He had retired here to 
tne lake to fish after he'd kill- 
ed a man in Georgia. He was 
doing all right for seven ог 
eight years until some sorry 
character stole his wife. That 
sort of disgusted Isom, so he 
went back home to Georgia, 
where the sheriff arrested him 


only chance folks had to meet 
their friends and talk about 
*heir neighbors. 

Upon Bacom Point, where fish 
camps were close together, wo- 
men used to have a little social 
life. Some lady would get her 
dishes washed and babies bed- 
ded down, then build her a 
whopping big campfire. The 
other ladies and such men as 
weren't hauling seine, would 
come traipsing over. If ary man 
owned a fiddle or git-tar, and 
didn't fetch it along, he'd have 
to go right back and get it. Then 
such a singing of “ No More of 
Jesse James" the “Wabash Can- 
nonball” and the "Qld Prisoner's 
Song” you scarcely ever heard 
before. Dancing didn't come till 
later till houses had wooden 
floors and those floors big 
enough to dancé on, but there 
was one dance, and I reckon 
it was near about the: biggest 
solic the lake has seen before 
nor since. That when John Up- 
thegrove was living at Sand Cut. 
Неа bought himself a Ford 
though there wasn't ary piece 
of road on the whole lake 
shore. He wanted to keep his 
Ford and his fishing gear out 
of thé weather, so he built а 
right smart sized shed there on 
ine beach. Now John had some 
girls, and naturally these girls 
loved to dance. They sure hated 
to see that big clean floor clut- 
tered up with fishing gear. But 
John was a strict type with his 
girls and he didn't approve too 
much {6‘frollicking. So the 
girls went to work on their 
mother and she went to work 
on John and — well, you know 
Bow it is your self. Anyway, 
John decided to have a big 
€" dance. He never did 
things halfway. The whole lake 
— boats from Utopia, Tantie, 
Ritta and even Moore Haven, 
came flocking here. That square 
dance lasted for two days and 
two nights without ary stop for 
breath. The women fried fish, 
Mart Manning butchered а 
yearling, four fiddlers, with 
boys to beat time on the strings,
